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Mast truly great and learned men, of the Church of 
England, as well divines as laymen, have earnestly wished 
to see their Liturgy reformed ; but hitherto all attempts to 
reform it have proved ineffectual. The late happy revolu- 
tion here hath forever separated all the Episcopal Socie- 
ties in the United States of America, from the Church of 
England, of which the King of tliat country is the supreme 
head, and to whom all Archbishops, Bishops, Priests, and 
Deacons of that Church are obliged to take an oath of 
allegiance and supremacy, at the time of their consecra- 
tion or ordination. Being torn from that King and Church, 
the Society for whose use this Liturgy is published, think 
themselves at liberty, and well justified even by the decla- 
rations of the Church of England, in making such altera- 
tions, as " the exigency of the limes and occasions hath 
rendered expedient," and in expunging every tiling which 
gave, or might be suspected to give, offence to tender 
ooDSciences; guiding themselves however by "the holy 
BCriptores, which," they heartily agree with the Church of 
England, " contain all things necessary to salvation," and 
that "whatsoever is not read therein, nor can be proved 
thereby, is not to be required of any man, that it should be 
believed as an article of faith, or be thought requisite 
or necessary to salvation." Li the thirty-fourth of the 
Articles of the Church of England, it is declared, That " it 
is not necessary that traditions and ceremonies be in all 
places one, or utterly like ; for at all times they have been 
diverse, and may be changed according to the diversity of 
ooantries, times, and men's manners, so that nothing be or- 
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dained against God's word." And by the twentieth of 
those Articles it is declared, That " the Church hath power 
to decree rites and ceremonies, and authority in conijover- 
sies of faith." What is there meant by the word Church, 
will appear from the nineteenth of those Articles, which 
declares, "The visible Church of Christ is a Congiegation 
of faithftil men, in which the pure word of God is preached, 
and the sacraments be duly ministered, according to 
Christ's ordinance, in all those things that of necessity are 
requisite to the same. As the Church of Hierusalem, 
Alexandria, and Antioch have erred, so also the Church of 
Rome hath erred, not only in living, and manner of cere- 
monies, but also in matters of faith." At the Reformation, 
when the Book of Common Prayer of the Church of Eng- 
land was compiled, the Committee appointed to execute 
that business were obliged to proceed very tenderly and 
with great delicacy, for fear of offending the whole body of 
the people, just torn from the idolatrous Church of Rome ; 
and many things were then retained, which have, in later 
times, given great offence to many, truly pious, Christians. 
The Liturgy, contained in this volume, is such, as no 
Christian, it is supposed, can take offence at, or find his 
conscience wounded in repeating. The Trinitarian, the 
Unitarian, the Calvinist, the Arminian will read nothing in 
it which can give him any reasonable umbrage. God is 
the sole object of worship in these prayers ; and as no 
man can come to God, but by the one Mediator, Jesus 
Christ, every petition is here offered in his name, in obedi- 
ence to his positive command.* The Gloria Patri, made 
and introduced into the Liturgy of the Church of Rome by 
the decree of Pope Damasus, towards the latter part of the 
fourth century, and adopted into the Book of Common 
Prayer, is not in this Liturgy. Instead of that doxology, 
doxologies from the pure word of Gob are introduced. 
It is not our wish to make prosel)i:es to any particular 
system or opinions of any particiUar sect of Christians. 

In the original pntare b large niunber of texts were quoted in support of this po- 
rn, which it was not ihoagbt neceuoi^ to insert at prcaeni.

Oar earnest desire is to live in brotherly love and peace 
with all men, and especially with those who call themselves 
the disciples of Jesus Christ. 

In compiling this Liturgy great assistance hath been de- 
rived from the judicious corrections of the Reverend Mr, 
Llndsey, who hath reformed the Book of Common Prayer 
according to the Plan of the truly pious and justly cele- 
brated Doctor Samuel Clarke. Several of Mr. Lindsey's 
amendments are adopted entire. The alterations which 
are taken from him, and the others which are made, ex- 
cepting the prayers for Congress and the General Court, 
are none of them novelties ; for they have been proposed 
and justified by some of the first divines of the Church of 
England. 

A few passages in the Psalter, which are liable to be 
misconstrued or misapplied, are printed in Italics, and are 
designed to be omitted in repeating the Psalms. 
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TBe change introduced in the edition of 1785, and 
described in the foregoing preface by Dr. Freeman, was of 
a kind which can never be looked back upon by those who 
use this Liturgy, otherwise than with feelings of grateful 
satiafection. In the then existing state of the Theological 
world, it required, on the part of Dr. Freeman and his asso- 
datea, a fideUty to their convictions, a sincere and simple 
rBTorBnce for what they believed to he the truth of God, 
a disregard for all secondary and personal considerations, 
which will cause their names to be held in honor, so long 
as the church shall stand. It was an auspicious revolution 
which emancipated the forms of worship from the unwar^ 



ranted restrictions of creeds fi-amed by men, and restored 
the worshipper to the freedom of the Gospel. 

In the successive editions pubhshed since 1785, the 
changes which appear, consist principally of additions. 
They were made for the most part under the direction of 
Dr. Greenwood, whose pure taste and fervent piety emi- 
nently qualified him for the task. Since the first edition 
the Psalter has been abridged; and, wherever the sense 
or the diction appeared to require it, instead of the old 
translation, the version of the common English Bible, or 
some other approved translation, has been adopted. Sev- 
eral occasional Services, a second Evening Service, Services 
for the annual Fast and Thanksgiving, Prayers for families, 
Services for Sunday Schools, and Collects for particular 
occasions, have been added. Except in these particulars, 
the book remains in every important respect as it was. 

All change, not obviously necessary, has been avoided. 
Experience has abundantly shown that it is difficult to 
improve these simple and venerable forms of worship, 
through which originally the most profound sentiments of 
devotion found utterance, and which still, better than any 
other human compositions, give expression to the religious 
wants and aspirations of the human heart. The substance 
of the Morning and of the Evening Service is derived from 
those early formularies of the primitive Church, from which 
the Lutheran and the English, the Greek and the Roman 
Churches, drew their respective modes of worship. The 
words which guide our devotional meditations have, in 
large part, been used for centuries, and are still used for 
the same purpose, by the great body of believers through- 
out Christendom. Many of the sentences are found in the 
earliest records of Christian devotion. The very phrases 
of invitation and benediction which we repeat, were re- 
peated in secret chambers and torch-lighted catacombs, 
by those who commemorated Christ by night, at the 
peril of martyrdom on the morrow. The same words 
of blessing, "Peace be with you," "The Lord be with 
you," reminded men then, as now, of their common 
dependence on Qod. While theological speculations tend 
to separate Christians, our devotional forms have an oppo- 
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site tendency to counteract this influence, by putting each 
worshipper into conscious relations with the whole Chris- 
tian Church. Besides this, the associations which gradually 
collect around a Book of Common Prayer not only add to 
its interest and value, but in time constitute an essential 
part of the work itself. The child reads the same page 
which his parents read, and his devotions are warmed and 
hallowed by his remembrance of the affection and the faith 
of those, who may have been called from the worship of an 
earthly temple to a holier worship in Heaven. For such 
reasons as these, while additions have been made as cir- 
cumstances required, it has been thought important to 
abstain carefully from all needless alterations. 
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M the beginning of Morning Prayer, the Minister 
shall read one or more of thefoUowing Sentences of 
Scripture ; and then he shall read the Exhortation.

dained of God. Whoso- 
ever therefore resist eth the 
I power, resisteth the ordi- 
nance of God ; and they 
who resist, shall receive 
to themselves punishment. 
For rulers are not a ter- 
rour to good works, but to 
the evil. Wilt thou then 



not be afraid of the power? 
Do that which is good, 
and thou shall have praise 
of the same ; for he is the 
minister of God to thee 
for good. But if thou 
do that which is evil, be 
afraid ; for he beareth not 
the sword in vain ; for he 
is the minister of God, a 
revenger to execute wrath 
upon him who doeth evil.

And when 
he had agreed with the 
labourers for a penny a 
day, he sent them into his 
vineyard. And he went 
out about the third hour, 
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and saw others standing 
idle in the market place, 
and said unto them, Go 
ye also into the vineyard, 
and whatsoever is right I 
will give you. And they 
went their way. Again he 
went out about the sixth 
and ninth hour, and did 
likewise. And about the 
eleventh hour he went out, 
and found others standing 
idle, and said unto them, 
Why stand ye here all the 
day idle ? They said unto 
him, Because no man hath 
hired us. He saith unto 
them, Go ye also into the 
vineyard, and whatsoever 
is right, that shall ye re- 
ceive. So when even was 
come, the lord of tlie vine- 
yard saith unto his stew- 
ard, Call the labourers, 
and give them their hire, 
beginning from the last 
unto the first. And when 
they came who were hired 
about the eleventh hour, 
they received every man 
a penny. But when the 
first came, they supposed 
they should have received 
more ; and they likewise 
received every man a pen- 
ny. And when they had 
received it, they murmured 
against the good man of 
the house, saying, These 
last have wrought but one 



hour, and thou hast made 
them equal unto us, who 
have borne the burden and 
heat of the day. But he 
answered one of them, and 
said. Friend, I do thee 
no wrong. Didst thou not 
agree with me for a pen- 
ny ? Take that thine is, 
and go thy way. I will 
give unto this last even as 
unto thee. Is it not law- 
ful for me to do what I 
will with my own? Is 
thine eye evil, because I 
am good f So the last 
shall be first, and the first 
last ; for many be called, 
but few chosen.

"IT" NOW ye not, that 
-**- they who run in a race, 
run all, but one receiveth 
the prize?

devoured it. And some 
fell upon a rock ; and as 
soon as it was sprung up, 
i( withered away, because 
il lacked moisture. And 
gome fell among thorns ;

And 
other fell on good ground, 
and sprang up, and bare 
fruit an hundred fold. And 
when he had said these 
things, he cried, He who 
hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. And his disciples 
asked him, saying, What 
might this parable be ? 
And he said. Unto you it 
is given to know the mys- 
teries of the kingdom of 
God ; but to others in par- 
ables ; that seeing they 
might not see, and hear- 
ing they might not under- 
stand. Now the parable 
is this. The seed is the 
word of God. Those by 
the way side are they who 
hear ; then cometh the dev- 
il, and taketh away the 
word out of their hearts, 
lest they should believe 
and be saved. They on 
the rock, are they, who, 
when they hear, receive 
the word with joy ; and 
these have no root ; who 
for a while believe, and in 
the time of temptation fall 
away. And that which 
fell among thorns, are they 
who, when they have heard, 
go forth, and are choked 
with cares, and riches, and 
pleasures of this life, and 
bring no fruit to perfec- 
tion. But that on the good 
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ground, are they, who, in 
an honest and good heart, 
having heard the word, 
keep it, and bring forth 
fruit with patience.

false brethren ; in weari- 
ness and painfulness ; in 
watchings often ; in hmi- 
ger and thirst ; b fastings 
often ; in cold and naked- 
ness ; besides those things 
which are without, that 
which cometh upon me 
daily, the care of all the 
churches. Who is weak, 
and I am not weak 1 who 
is oftended, and I burn 
not ? If I must needs 
glory, I will glory of the 
things which concern mine 
infirmities.

He who is not with me, is 
against me ; and he who 
galhereth not with me, 
scnttereth. When the un- 
clean spirit is gone out of 
a man, he walketh through 
dry places seeking rest ; 
and finding none, he sailh, 
I will return unto my 
house, whence I came out. 
And when he cometh, he 
findeth it swept and gar- 
nished. Then goeth he, 
and taketh to himself seven 
other spirits more wicked 
than himself, and they en- 
ter in, and dwell there; 
and the Inst state of that 
man is worse than the first.

And have no fellowship 
with the unfruitful works 
of darkness, but rather 
reprove them ; for it is 
a shame even to speak 



of those things which are 
done of them in secret.

And 
us said. Make the men 
down. Now there was 
much grass in the place. 
So the men sat down, in 
uumber about five thou- 
sand. And Jesus took the 
loaves, and when he had 
^iven thanks, he distributed 
to the disciples, and the 
disciples to ihem who were 
set down, and likewise of 
the fishes, as much as they 
would. When they were 
filled, he said unto his dis- 
ciples. Gather up the frag- 



ments which remain, that 
nothing be lost. There- 
fore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve 
baskets with the fragments 
of the five barley loaves, 
which remained over and 
above, unto ihose who had 
eaten. Then those men, 
when they had seen the 
miracle itiat Jesus did, 
said, This is of a truth 
that Prophet, who should 
come into the world.

Your father Abra- 
ham rejoiced (o see my 
day, and he saw it and 
was glad. Then said the 
Jews unto him. Thou art 
not yet fifty years old, 
and hast thou seen Abra- 
ham ? Jesus said unto 
(hem. Verily, verily, I say 
unio you, Before Abra- 
ham was, I am. Then 
took they tip stones to cast 
at him ; but Jesus hid him- 
self, and went out of the 
lemple.

Si. Molt. Mvii, 1, 

\\rHEN the morning 
''^ was come, all the 
chief priests and elders of 
the people took counsel 
against Jesus, to put him 
to death. And when they 
had bound him, ihey led 
him awaV) and dehvered 
him to Pontius Pilate the 
governor. Then Judas 
who had betrayed liim, 
when he saw that he was 
condemned, repented him- 
self, and brought again the 
thirty pieces of silver to 
the chief priests and elders, 
saying, I have sinned, in 
that I have betrayed in- 
nocent blood. And they 
said, What is that to us? 
see thou to that. And he 
cast down the pieces of 
silver in the temple, and 
departed, and went and 
hanged himself And the 
chief priests took the sil- 
ver pieces, and said. It is 
not lawful to put them in- 
to the treasury, because 
it is the price of blood. 



And they took counsel, 
and bought wilh them the 
Potter's Field, lo bury 
strangers in. Wherefore 
that field was called The 
Field of Blood unto this 
day. Then was fulfilled 
that which was spoken by 
Jeremiah the prophet, say- 
ing, And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the 
price of him who was val- 
ued, whom they of the 
cliildren of Israel did value, 
and gave them for the Pot- 
ter's Field, as the Lord 
appointed me. And Jesus 
stood before the governor ; 
and the governor asked 
him, saying. Art thou the 
King of the Jews ? And 
Jesus said unto him, Thou 
sayest. And when he was 
accused of the chief priests 
and elders, he answered 
nothing. Then said Pi- 
late unto him, Hearest 
thou not how many things 
they witness against thee? 
And he answered him to 
never a word ; insomuch 
that the governor marvel- 
led greatly. Now at that 
feast, the governor was 
wont to release unto the 
people a prisoner, whom 
they would. And they had 
then a notable prisoner, 
called Barabbas. There- 
fore when they were gath- 
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ered together, Pilate said 
muo them, Whom will ye 
chat I release unto you; 
Barabbas, or Jesus, who 
is called Christ 1 For he 
knew that ibr envy they 
had delivered him. When 
he was set down on the 
judgment seat, his wife sent 
unto him saying, Have 
thou nothing to do with 
that just man ; for I have 
suffered many things this 
day in a dream, because 
of him. But tJie chief 
priests and elders persuad- 
ed the multitude that they 
should ask Barabbas, and 
destroy Jesus. The gov- 
ernor answered and said 
unto them, Whether of 
the twain will ye that I 
release unto you ? They 
said, Barabbas. Pilate 
saith unto them, What 
shall I do then with Je- 
sus, who is called Christ. 
They all say mito him. 
Let liim be crucified. And 
the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? 
But lliey cried out the 
more, saying. Let him be 
crucified. When Pilate 
»aw that he could prevail 
nothing, but (hat rather 
a tumult was made, he 
look water, and washed 
big liaiids before the multi- 
tude, saying, I am inno- 



cent of the blood of this 
just person ; see ye to il. 
Then answered all the peo- 
ple, and said, His blood 
be on us, and on our child- 
ren. Then released he 
Barabbas unto Ihem; and, 
when he had scourged Je- 
sus, he delivered him to 
be crucified. Then the 
soldiers of the governor 
took Jesus into the com- 
mon hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole hand 
of soldiers. And they 
stripped him, and put on 
him a purple robe. And 
when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put 
it upon his head, and a 
reed in his right hand ; 
and they bowed the knee 
before him, and mocked 
him, saying. Hail, King 
of the Jews. And they 
spit upon him, and took 
the reed, and smote him 
on the head. And afier 
they had mocked him, they 
took the robe oti" from 
him, and put his own rai- 
ment on him, and led him 
away to crucify him. And 
as they came out, they 
found a man of Cyrene, 
Simon by name ; him they 
compelled to bear his cross. 
And when they were come 
unto a place called Gol- 
gotha, that is to say, a 
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Place of a Skull, they 
gave him vinegar to drink, 
mingled with gall ; and 
when he had tasted there- 
of, he would not drink. 
And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, 
casting lots. And sitting 
down, they watched him 
there. And they set up 
over his head, his accu- 
sation written, This is 
Jesus the Kikg of the 
Jews. Then there were 
two thieves crucified with 
him ; one on the right 
hand, and another on the 
Ictl. And they who passed 
by reviled him, wagging 
their heads, and saying, 
Thou who destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in 
three days, save thyself. 
If thou be the Son of 
God, come down from the 
cross. Likewise also the 
chief priests, mocking him, 
with the scribes and elders, 
said. He saved others, liim- 
sell' he camiot save. If 
he be the King of Israel, 
let him now come down 
from the cross, and we will 
believe him. He trusted 
in God ; let Him deliver 
him now, if He will have 
liim ; for he said, I am 
the Son of God. The 
thieves also, who were cru- 
cified with him, cast the 



same in his teeth. Now 
from the sixth hour, there 
was darkness over all the 
land, unto the ninth hour. 
And about the ninth hour 
Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani ? (hat 
is to say. My God, My 
God, why hast thou for- 
saken me ? Some of those 
who stood there, when they 
heard that, said. This man 
calleth for Elias. And 
straightway one of them 
ran, and took a spimge, 
and filled it with vinegar, 
and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink. The 
rest said. Let be, let us see 
whether Elias will come 
to save him. Jesus, when 
he had cried again with 
a loud voice, yielded up 
the ghost. And behold, 
the veil of the temple was 
rent in t^vain from the 
top to the bottom ; and 
the earth did quake, and 
the rocks rent, and the 
graves were opened, and 
many bodies of the saints 
who slept, arose, and came 
out of the graves after 
his resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and ap- 
peared unto many. Now 
when the centurion, and 
those who were with 
him, watching Jesus, saw 
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the earthquake, and those 
ihings that were done, they 
feared greatly, saying, Tru- 
ly this was the Son of 
God.

T OOK not every man

■piLATE therefore took 
-^ Jesus, and scourged 
him. And the soldiers 
platted a crown of thorns, 
and put it on his head, and 
ihey put on him a purple 
robe, and said. Hail, King 
of the Jews ; and they 
smote him with their hands. 
Pilate tlierefore went forth 
again, and saith unto them, 
Behold, I bring him forth 
lo you, that ye may know 
t hat 1 tind no fault in 
hini. Then came Jesus 
forth, wearing the crown 
of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilale saith 
unto them, Behold the man. 
When the chief priests, 



therefore, and officers saw 
him, they cried out, saying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them, 
Take ye him, and crucify 
him ; for I find no fauh in 
him. The Jews answered 
him. We have a law, and 
by our law he ought to die, 
because he made himself 
the Son of God. When 
Pilate therefore heard thai 
saying, he was the more 
afraid ; and went again in- 
to the judgment hall, and 
saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou? But Jesus gave 
him no answer. Then saith 
Pilate unto him, Speakest 
thou not unto me I knowest 
thou not that I have power 
lo crucify thee, and have 
power to release thee ? Je- 
sus answered, Thou could- 
es) have no power at all 
against me, except it were 
given thee from above ; 
Iberefore he who delivered 
me unto ihee halh the 
greater sin. And from 
thenceforth Pilate sought 
to release him ; but the 
Jews cried out, saying. If 
thou let this man go, thou 
art not Ca-sar's friend ; 
whosoever maketh himself 
a king, speaketh against 
Cajsar. WhenPilatethere- 
fore heard that saying, he 
brought Jesus forth, and 
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sat douii in the judgment 
' seat, in a place that is 
caJIed the Pavement, hut 
in ihe Hebrewj Gahbatha. 
And it was the prepara- 
tion of the Passover, and 
about the sixth hour ; and 
he saitl) unto the Jews, 
Behold your King. But 
they cried out, Away with 
him, away with him, cruci- 
fy him. Pilate sajtli unto 
them, Shall I crucify your 
King ? The chief priests 
answered, We have no 
King but Csesar. Then 
dehvered he him therefore 
unto them to be cruci- 
fied ; and they took Jesus 
and led him away. And 
be, bearing his cro9e, went 
tbnh into a place called 
the Place of a Skull, which 
is called in the Hebrew, 
Golgotha ; where they cru- 
cified him, and two others 
with him, on either side 
one, and Jesus in the midst. 
And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put it on the cross ; 
and Ihe writing was, Je- 
scs OF Nazareth, the 
KiHG OF THE Jews. This 
litle then read many of 
the Jews ; for the place 
where Jesus was crucified 
was nigh to the city ; and 
it was written in Hebrew, 
and Greek, and Latin. 
1'hen said the chief priests 



of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not, The King of 
the Jews ; but that he said, 
I am the King of the 
Jews. Pilate answered. 
What I have written, I 
have written. Then the 
soldiers, when they had 
crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four 
parts, to every soldier a 
part ; and also his coat. 
Now the coat was with- 
out seam, woven from 
the top throughout. They 
said therefore among them- 
selves. Let us not rend 
it, but cast lots for it, 
whose it shall be ; that 
the scripture might be ful- 
filled, which saith, They 
parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vesture 
they did cast lots. These 
things therefore the sol- 
diers did. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus, his 
mother, and his mother's 
sister, Mary the wife of 
Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalene. When Jesus there- 
fore saw his mother and 
the disciple standing by, 
whom he loved, he saith 
unto his mother. Woman, 
behold thy son. Then 
saith he to the disciple, 
Behold thy mother. And 
from that hour that disci- 
ple took her unto his own 
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home. After this, Jesus, 
knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, 
that the scripture might 
he fulfilled, saith, I thirst. 
Now there was set a ves- 
sel full of vinegar ; and 
the^ filled a spunge with 
vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his 
tnoufh. When Jesus there- 
fore had received the vine- 
gar, he said. It is fin- 
ished ; and he hewed his 
head, and gave up the 
ghost. The Jews there- 
fore, because it was the 
preparation, that the bo- 
dies should not remain up~ 
on the cross on the sab- 
bath day, (for that sab- 
bath day was an high day) 
besought Pilate that their 
legs might he broken, and 
that they miglit be taken 
away. Then came the sol- 
diers, and brake the legs 
of (he first, and of the 
other who was crucified 
with him. But when ihey 
came to Jesus, and saw 
that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs. 
Bui one of the soldiers 
with a spear pierced his 
side ; and forthwith came 
there out blood and wa- 
ter. And he that saw it, 
bare record, and his re- 
cord is true ; and he know- 



eth that he saith true, that 
ye might believe. For 
these things were done, 
that the scripture should 
be fulfdled, A bone of him 
shall not be broken. And 
again, another scripture 
saith, They shall look on 
him whom they pierced.

T^HE law, having a sha- 
-^ dow of good things lo 
come, and not the very 
image of the things, can 
never, with those sacri- 
fices which they offered 
year by year continually, 
make the comers thereun- 
to perfect ; for then would 
they not have ceased lo be 
offered ? because that the 
worshippers, once purged, 
should have had no more 
conscience of sins. But 
in those sacrifices there 
is a remembrance again 
made of sins every year. 
For it is not possible (bat 
ihe blood of bulls and of 
goats should take away 
sins. Wherefore when he 
cometh into the world, he 
saith, Sacrifice and ofier- 
ing tliou wouldestnot, but 
a body hast thou prepared 
me ; in burnt-offerings and 
sacrifices for sin thou hast 
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had no pleasure. Tlien 
said I, Lo, I come {in 
the volume of the book 
it is written of me) to do 
thy will, O God. After 
sajdng first, Sacrifice and 
offering, and burnt-offer- 
ings, and offering for sin 
ihou wouldest not, nei- 
ther hadst pleasure there- 
in, which are offered by 
the law, then said he, Lo, 
I come to do thy will, 
O God. He taketh away 
the first, that he may es- 
tablish the second . By 
the which will we are sanc- 
tified, through the ofler- 
ing of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all. And 
every priest standeth daily 
ministering and offering of- 
leiitimes the same sacri- 
fices, which can never take 
away sins ; but this man, 
after he had offered one 
sacrifice for sins, for ev- 
er sat down on the right 
hand of God ; from hence- 
forth expecting till his ene- 
mies be made his foot- 
stool. For by one offer- 
ing he hath perfected for 
ever those who are sanc- 
tified. Whereof the holy 
Spirit also is a witness 
lo us. For after that it 
, said before. This is 
covenant that I will 



make with them af\er those 
days, saith the Lord, I 
will put my laws into their 
hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them ; and 
their sins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. 
Now where remission of 
these is, there is no more 
offering for sin. Having 
therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the ho- 
liest by the blood of Je- 
sus, by a new and living 
way, which he hath con- 
secrated for us, through 
(he veil, that is to say, 
his flesh ; and having an 
high priest over the house 
of God ; let us draw near 
with a true heart, in full 
assurance of faith, having 
our hearts sprinkled from 
an evil conscience, and 
our bodies washed with 
pure water. Let us hold 
fast the profession of our 
faith without wavering ; 
for he is faithful who pro- 
mised ; and let us con- 
sider one another to pro- 
voke unto love, and to 
good works ; not forsak- 
ing the assembling of our- 
selves together.as the man- 
ner of some is ; but ex- 
horting one another ; and 
so much the more, as ye 
see the day approaching.

fyHE first day of the 
J- week Cometh Mary 
Magdalene early, when it 
was yet dark, unto the 
sepulchre, and seeth the 
stone taken away from the 
sepulchre. Then she run- 
neth, and Cometh to Simon 
Peter, and to the other 
disciple whom Jesus loved, 
and saith imlo them, They 



have taken away the Lord 
out of the sepulchre, and 
we know not where they 
have laid him. Peter there- 
fore went forth, and that 
other disciple, and came 
to the sepulchre. So ihey 
ran both together ; and 
the other disciple did out- 
run Peter, and came first 
(o the sepulchre ; and he 
stooped down, and looking 
in, saw the linen clothes 
lying, yet went he not in. 
Then cometh Simon Pe- 
ter following him, and 
went into the sepulchre, 
and seeth the linen clothes 
lie ; and the napkin that 
was about his head, not ly- 
ing with the linen clothes, 
but wrapped together in a 
place by itself. Then went 
in also that other disciple 
who came first to the se- 
pulchre, and he saw, and 
believed. For as yet they 
knew not the scripture, 
that he must rise again 
from the dead. Then the 
disciples went away again 
unto their own home.

TF ye then be risen with 
^ Christ,seek those things 
which are above, where 
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Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God. Set your 
affection on things ahove, 
not on things on the earth ; 
for ye are dead, and your 
hfe is hid with Christ in 
God. When Christ, who 
is our life, shall appear, 
tlien shall ye also appear 
with him in glory. Mor- 
tify therefore your mem- 
bers which are upon the 
earth ; fornication, unclean- 
Dess, inordinate alfection, 
evil concupiscence, and 
coretousness, which is idol- 
atry ; for which things' 
sake the wrath of God 
Cometh on the children 
of disobedience ; in the 
which, ye also walked 
sometime, when ye lived 
in them. But now ye also 
put away all these ; anger, 
wrath, maUce, blasphemy, 
filthy communication out 
of your mouth. Lie not 
one to another, seeing that 
yc have put off the old 
man with his deeds, and 
liave put on the new

If a man say, I love God, 
and hatelh his brother, he 
is a har ; for he who lov- 
eth not his brother whom 
he hath seen, how can he 
love God whom he hath 
not seen ? And this com- 
mandment have we from 
him. That he who loveth 
God, love his brother also.

And 
he saith unto him. Friend, 
how earnest thou in hith- 
er, not having a wedding 
garment ? And he was 
speechless. Then said the 
king to the servants, Bind 
him hand and foot, and 
take him away, and cast 
him into outer darkness ; 



there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. For 
many are called, but few 
are chosen.

'T'^HE design of receiv- 
*- ing infants by baptism 
into the church of Christ, 
is, to remind parents of 
their duty to them in their 
innocent and helpless age, 
to train them up as his 
disciples and the children 
of God ; that as they have 
been the instruments of 
bringing them into this 



mortal life, they may have 
the comfort of contribut- 
ing to their future happi- 
ness in a life which will 
never end. 

Remember then that 
Ibis child belongs to God 
who gave it to you, that 
it may be educated and 
fitted for himself; and if 
tlirough your criminal neg- 
lect or bad example, his 
reasonable creature be 
lost, he will require it at 
your hands. 

Instil therefore into his 
tender mind the know- 
ledge, reverence, and love 
of God, the heavenly Fa- 
ther, and Maker of all ; 
and a deep sense of the 
duly which he owes to 
him. Acquaint him with 
his benevolent designs 
from the beginning, for 
the recovery of a degen- 
erate and perishing world, 
to their duty and happi- 
ness ; and lead him to 
learn the mind and will 
of God for his salvation, 
from that inestimable trea- 
sure of wisdom, the holy 
scriptures, especially the 
words of Christ and his 
apostles ; and not from 
the doctrines and inven- 
tions of men. 

Check the first risings 
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of envy and pride in Ilia 
breast, hy teaching him 
bumilily and a just know- 
ledge of himself; that all 
he possesses or hopes for, 
is from God, whose free 
bounty alone maketh the 
ditference between his 
creatures.

truth and virtue, and the 
public good. Sow in him 
betimes these seeds of pie- 
ty, charity, sincerity, and 
all goodness ; for other- 
wise the weeds of evil 
will spring up in his 
heart, which ye may nev- 
er afterward be able to 
root out. And although 
no pains which ye can 
take, can ensure success, 
yet whatever happens, ye 
will have discharged your 
duty, and not have the 
guilt and mortifying re- 
flection of having contri- 
buted to the ruin and 
misery of those you love. 
Remember the saying of 
the wise man, Train up 
a child in the way he 
should go, and when he 
is old he will not depart 
from it.

Mar- 
riage is (he union of one 
man with one woman for 
their joint happiness, and 
for the pious education of 
children, where God gives 
them ; and by the original 
appointment of God con- 
firmed by our Saviour, 
(Gen. ii. 24; Matt. xix. 
4, 5, 6,) this union is to be 
perpetual, to be dissolved 
only by death.

peace. And be severe 
censors of yourselves, but 
exact not too much one 
from another, and bear 
with each other's infirmi- 
ties, for there is nothing 
perfect here below. None 
are faultless, but all are to 
endeavour to become such. 
Cultivate in yourselves, 
and in each other, the 
knowledge and practice of 
virtue and true religion, 
as the only foundation of 
present comfort and future 
hopes. Study the Scrip- 
tures and the precepts and 
example of Christ, who 
alone hath the words of 
eternal hfe. And be not 
extravagant in your ex- 
pectations from the world; 
for although it abound with 
many innocent joys and 
pleasures, yet it is not, 
nor is it intended to be, a 
place of unmixed pros- 
perity and enjoyment, but 
a transitory scene of trial 
and improvement for a 
better and more enduring 
state. 

The other great end of 
marriage is for the well 
ordering of families and 
right education of children.

helpful to others, good citi- 
zens, useful magistrates, 
faithful husbands, virtuous 
wives, patterns of all that 
is excellent and worthy in 
every relation. Of a num- 
ber of families united, na- 
tions are composed ; and 
of all of them together, 
the whole community of 
mankind. And as these 
little seminaries are well 
tutored and governed, or 
neglected, kingdoms, na- 
tions, and the world, are 
happy or miserable. 

Take heed therefore to 
set an example of piety 
and virtue yourselves; and 
then ye may with authority 
require those who belong 
to you, to follow it. Let 
the God of heaven be pub- 
licly acknowledged and 



worshipped each day in 
your family. At least let 
not his name and worship 
be forgotten in it on the 
Lord's day. Keep a strict 
watch over all who depend 
upon you ; and suffer no 
vice to go unreproved, or 
to remain in your house 
persisted in and unamend- 
ed. For this would be to 
encourage it, and put a 
snare before others. By 
this domestic care, and 
godly discipline, ye will 
ensure your own peace, 
and be a blessing to your 
family, your neighbours, 
and country; but, which is 
above all to be valued and 
sought for, ye will be ap- 
proved by Almighty God, 
and rank with prophets 
and apostles in that future 
world, where we are told, 
that they who are wise 
shall shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament; and 
they who turn many to 
righteousness as the stars 
for ever and ever.

of others, and that your 
faith may be found in the 
day of the Lord, lauda- 
ble, glorious, and honour- 
able, to the increase of 
glory and endless felicily; 
or whether it be sent unto 
you to correct and amend 
in you whatsoever doth 
offend the eyes of your 
heavenly Father ; know 
you certainly, that if you 
truly repent of your sins, 
and bear your sickness 
patiently, trusting in God's 
mercy, manifested by his 
dear Son Jesus Christ, 
and render unto him hum- 
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ble thanks for his fatherly 
visitation, submitting your- 
self wholly nnto his will, 
it shall turn to your profit, 
and help you forward in 
the right way that leadeth 
unto everlasting life. 

If he think Jit, the Min- 
ister may proceed m his 
Exhortation. 

T^AKE therefore in good 
J- part the chastisement 
of the Lord ; for as St. 
Paul sailh, Whom the 
Lord loveth, he chasten- 
eth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth. 
If ye endure chastening, 
God dealelh with you as 
with sons ; for wliat son 
is he whom the father 
chasteneth not ? Further- 
more, we have had fathers 
of our flesh, who corrected 
us, and we gave them rev- 
erence ; shall we not much 
rather be in subjection un- 
to the Father of spirits, 
and live? For they verily 
for a few days chastened 
us aAer theirown pleasure; 
but he for our profit, that 
we might be partakers of 
his holiness. These words, 
good brother, are written 
in holy scripture for our 
comfort and instruction ; 
that we should patiently, 



and with thanksgiving bear 
our heavenly Father's cor- 
rection, whensoever by any 
manner of adversity it shall 
please his gracious good- 
ness to visit us. And there 
should be no greater com- 
fort to Christian persons 
than to be made like unto 
Christ, by suffering pa- 
tiently adversities, trou- 
bles, and sicknesses. For 
he himself went not up to 
joy, but first he suHered 
pain ; he entered not into 
his glory before he was 
crucified. So truly our 
way to etenial joy is lo 
sufler here with Christ ; 
and our door to enter into 
eternal life is gladly to die 
with Christ ; that we may 
rise again from death, and 
dwell with him in everlast- 
ing life. 

TTEA 11 further what the 
-*--*- scripture saith for the 
comfort of those who are 
in sickness and distress. 

Then shall be repeated 
the following Passages 
of Scripture, or a por- 
tion of them. 

"DEHOLD, happy is the 
-L'man whom God cor-

d. All that God re- 
quires of us is compre- 
hended in these two pre- 
cepts ; Thou shall love 
liie Lord thy God with all 
ihy heart ; and thy neigh- 
bour as thyself 

Q. In what manner 
must we express our love 
to God ? 

^. By a grateful sense 
of his goodness to us ; by 
a constant care to do his 
will; and by an entire and 
cheerful submission to all 
the dispensations of his 
providence. 

Q. How must we ex- 
press our love to our fel- 
low men ? 

,i. By doing to others, 
as we should think it right 
in them to do to us in the 
same circumstances. 

Q. By what methods 
must we cherish our love 
to God, and increase our 
confidence in him ? 

*i. We must frequently 
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consider the benefits he 
confers upon us. We must 
also address ourselves to 
him in prayer, thanking 
him for the mercies he be- 
stows upon us, confessing 
our sins before him, and 
asking of him whatever 
he knows to be needful 
and good for us. 

Q. How shall we bring 
ourselves into the best dis- 
position for performing our 
duty to God and man 7 

■M. By a proper govern- 
ment of our passions, ac- 
cording to the dictates of 
reason and conscience; by 
living in temperance and 
chastity ; and never indul- 
ging a proud, malicious, 
or selfish temper. 

Q. What should we do, 
when persons affront and 
injure us ? 

A. We should not re- 
turn evil for evil; and if 
they repent, we must for- 
give them, as we hope that 
God will forgive us our 
offences against him. 

Q. In what manner 
should we treat the infe- 
rior animals ? 

S. We should treat 
them with tenderness and 
humanity ; and never tor- 
ment them or destroy their 
lives to make ourselves 
sport ; because they are 
the creatures of God, and 



because God has com- 
manded us to be merciful 
unto them. 

Q. Has God any where 
delivered distinct direc- 
tions, concerning the sev- 
eral branches of our duty 
to him and to our neigh- 
bour 1 

Ji. Yes, in the ten com- 
mandments, which he de- 
livered to the children of 
Israel from Mount Sinai. 

Q. Which is the first 
commandment ? 

Ji. Thou shall have no 
other gods but me. 

Q. Which is the second 
commandment 7 

Ji. Thou shall not make 
to thyself any graven im- 
age, nor the likeness of 
any thing that is in heaven 
above, or in the earth be- 
neath, or in the water un- 
der the earth ; thou shalt 
not bow down to them, 
nor worship them ; for I, 
the Lord thy God, am a 
jealous God, and visit the 
sins of the fathers upon the 
children, unto the third and 
fourth generation of those 
who hate me ; and show 
mercy imto thousands of 
those who love me, and 
keep my commandments. 

Q. Which is the third 
commandment 7 

A. Thou shall not lake 
the name of the Lord ihy 
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God in vain ; for the Lord 
will not hold him guiltless 
who taketh his name in 
vain. 

Q. Which is the fourth 
commandment ? 

A. Remember,thalthou 
keep holy the sabbath day. 
Six days shall thou labour, 
and do all that thou hast 
to do; but (he seventh day 
is the sabbath of the Lord 
thy God. In it thou shah 
do no manner of work, 
thou, and thy son, and 
thy daughter ; thy man 
servant, and thy maid 
servant ; ihy cattle, and 
the stranger who is within 
thy gates. For in six days 
the Lord made heaven and 
earth, the sea, and all that 
in them is, and rested the 
seventh day ; wherefore 
the Lord blessed the sev- 
enth day, and hallowed it. 

Q. Which is the fifth 
commandment ? 

A. Honour thy father 
and thy mother ; that thy 
days may be long in the 
land, which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee. 

Q. Which is the sixth 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt do no 
murder. 

Q. Which is the seventh 
commandment ? 

Ji. Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery. 



Q. Which is the eighth 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not steal. 

Q. Which is the ninth 
commandment ? 

Ji. Thou shalt not hear 
false witness against thy 
neighbour. 

Q. Which is the tenth 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not cov- 
et thy neighbour's house ; 
thou shah not covet thy 
neighbour's wife ; nor his 
servant, nor his maid, nor 
his ox, nor his ass, nor any 
thing that is his. 

Q. What are those prin- 
ciples which most effectu- 
ally lead to the observance 
of these, and all other of 
God's commandments ? 

A. A high reverence of 
God, and a sincere good 
will toour fellow creatures, 
joined with a just regard to 
our own real interest. 

Q. What is the best 
method we can take, to 
guard ourselves from all 
vice and wickedness ? 

A. By being careful not 
to indulge sinful thoughts ; 
and by correcting every 
thing which is amiss in the 
beginning, before we have 
become accustomed to it, 
and have formed a habit 
which caimot easily be 
broken ; particularly by 
avoiding the com^ani; oC 
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wicked persons, who would 
soon make us like them- 
selves ; and by being, in 
a more especial manner, 
upon our guard against 
those vices, to which our 
situation and circumstan- 
ces make us peculiarly 
prone. 

Q. Is any man able to 
futtil all the commands of 
God, so as to live entirely 
without sin ? 

A. No. Our merciful 
God and Father knows 
that we are not able to do 
this, and therefore doth not 
expect it from us. He 
only requires that we re- 
pent of the sins we com- 
mit, and endeavour to live 
better lives for the future. 

Q. What should a sense 
of our frailty and prone- 
ness to sin teach us 1 

A. Humility and watch- 
fulness, and earnestness 
in our prayers to God, to 
enable us to resist temp- 
tation, and to strengthen 
and confirm our good dis- 
positions. 

Q. Did Christ appoint 
any outward ordinances as 
means of promoting his re- 
ligion ? 

A. He commanded his 
disciples to go and teach 
all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the 



holy Ghost ; and he also 
commanded them to eat 
bread and drink wine in 
remembrance of him. This 
rite is called the Lord's 
Supper. 

Q. What is the mean- 
ing of baptism ? 

A. The washing of wa- 
ter in baptism probably re- 
presents the purity of heart 
and life, required from alt 
who become the disciples* 
of Christ. 

Q. What is the nature 
and use of the Lord's 
Supper 7 

A. By eating bread and 
drinking wine in remem- 
brance of Christ, we keep 
alive the memory of his 
death and resurrection ; 
we acknowledge ourselves 
to be Christians ; we cher- 
ish a grateful sense of the 
blessings of the gospel of 
Christ; and strengthen our 
resolutions to live as be- 
comes his disciples. 

Q, Had Christ no par- 
ticular reward on account 
of what he did and suffered 
for the good of men ? 

A. Because he humbled 
himself to death, God has 
highly e.xalted him, and 
made him head over all 
things to his church ; and 
at the end of the world he 
will come to judge the liv- 
ing and the dead. For this 
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hope which was set before 
him, he endured the cross, 
and despised the shame of 
that ignominious death. 

Q. What do the Scrip- 
tures say concerning the 
day of judgment ? 

A. That Christ will 
come in the clouds of 
heaven with power and 



great glory, when every 
eye shall see him ; that 
he will separate the wick- 
ed from the good ; that he 
will send the wicked into 
a place of punishment, and 
take the righteous to a 
place of happiness where 
they shall live for ever 
with himself.
